Say Experiments Mean Little

Kir service attaches take the ground
ithat experiments with gliders menn
fittle to the United States, except in
go-far ns they may oint to possihle
improvements In the lines and genernl
i eonstruction of plane surfaces, It s

inted out that the Germans, far
ghead of the rest of the world in this
fleld, must develop the glider to the
point where it will not only remaln in
the air for an indefinite perind of time,
but may be controlled as to speed and
diection and carry ®velghts such ns
pombs, This is the military viewpoint,
The value of the glider for commercinl

urposes, nssuming its further per-
tion, 18 omitted from conslderation,

As alr spocinlists hera see it, the
glider possesses two distinet ndvantages
over the power plane now in general
gee, These nre, first, the fact that it
ean remain In the air without a motor,
and, second  that n motorless plune, if
one could he developed thnt would re-
main in the air as long a8 desired, wauld
be capnble of Rights around the world,
It has not yet been demonstrated, how-
ever, according to nuthorities here, that
the glider’s course can be so directed
a8 to make it of practicable value ex-
eept for loeal observation purposes,

It Is already apparent that the Ger-
mans surpnss the neronantical experts
of other nations In their knowledge of
this subject, it is declared here, Aineri-
ean air experts, for example, having un-
limited] mechanieal resources at theis
commanid, have speclulized tm the de-
velopment of a mator to pull the plane
through the air, with the result thar the
fmproved liberty motor i= regnrded ns
the best in the world, The Germans,
on the other hand, possessing what is
described as only a “‘falr'" motor, are
leading the world in plane construc-
tion, Because of this supremacy, they
were nble at the close of the war to

. equal the porfermance of other Nations
, o the air with fheir inferior engines,

It is known here that the Germunns
are malntaining a steady pressure on
the Allies for a modification-of the re-
strictions  {mposed by the Versailles
Treaty, under which the German tGov-
ernment Is prohibited from manufac-
turlng  power-propelled  plancs, The
efforts of the Germans to get out from
under these fron-clad restrictions, it is
declared hiere, is evidenee of their own
conviction that gliders are playthings
a8 compnred with power planes,

WORK IN PHILA. IS PRAISED

Atlantie City, Aug. 28.—Members
of B'Nai B'Rith lodges were urged to
take an nmetive part in stemming the
tide of lnrlnntrln‘ unrest by prominent
speakers who nddressed the conference
of secretaries of Distriet No. 3 of the
order last night,

Fifty lIodges In Pennsylvania, New
Jersey, Delnware and Murvinnd were
represented nt the eonference, which
was held all day at the Blackstone
Hotel yesterday, The four 1'Nal
RB'Iith lodges n Philadelphin—Hnre
Sinai, Joshun, Linecoln and Criterion
—were strongly represented,

Amnng the Philadelphin spenkers at
the conference were Joseph L. Kun,
assistant United States District At-
torney ; Harry Plhtowsky, assistant
City Solleitor; Joseph W, Salus and
Joseph Herbneh, secretary of the dis-
triet grand lodge. Other speakers were
Morris Sehaffner, distriet grand presi-
dent, of Erie, P'a., and Habbi Israel
IKlein, field organizer.

Asserting  *“‘between  eight and ten
million Jews of Europe had been set
back for a generatlon by the World
War and its effects,”” Mr. Kun urged
the B'Nai B'RRith to “extend n helping
hand to their suffering kinsfolk across
the ocean.''

“Now fsn't the time to think of our- |
gelves and our own progress,'’ said the
speaker.  “If the B'Nal B'Rith does |
not coneentrate its power and apply
its resources to put those people back
upon their own feet, the order's in-
strumentality in the cause of world
Jewry will he dulled."’
